Due to his 
investments, he became the presi- 
dent of the James River Company 
and of the Potomac River Company, 
organized im 17865 to look into the 
possibility of opening navigation 
through to the West.

They revealed clearly the 
difficulty under the Articles of Con- 
federation of accomplishing anything 
involving the welfare of all the 
States, and showed the need of « 
more strongly centralized mationa! 
government. His ability as a busi- 
ness man was the strong support of 
his statesmanship. It made his po- 
litical ideas intensely practical. 
Washington's Atlantic-Mississipp! 
waterway plan was never carried out. 
But his advocacy of it without doubt 
had much to do with preventing a 
break in the Union. which threatened

The mere politician, 
equally with the pious man, t to 
respect and to cherish them. A vol- 
ume could not trace all their connec- 
tions with private and public felicity. 
Let it simply be asked, Where is the 
security for property, for reputation, 
for life, if the sense of religious ob- 
ligation desert the oaths which are 


the instruments of investigation in 


courts of justice? And let us with 


caution indulge the supposition that 


morality can be maintained without 


religion.

REPRISAL THREATS 


The violence of the beheaders, 
however, has aroused the opposition 
to threats of reprisal.

COLORADO 
SUBSIDES 


Overflow of Gila River 
Relieves Situation and 
Lessens Damage to Farms 


BY JACKSON BERGER

CALEXICO, Feb. 22. (Exclusive)— 
The waters of the Colorado River re- 
turned to normalcy today after «a 
“flash” flood from the Gila and Wil- 
liams rivers in Arizona raised the 
stream to a running rate of 100,000 
cubic inches per second, inundating 
approximately 1000 acres of rich agri- 
cultural land the Mexican 
border. 

Parmers and ranchers in the Mex!- 
cali flood were saved from fur- 
ther injury from the murky, swirling 
waters because the Gila River over- 
flowed its banks in the Mohawk Val- 
ley in Arizona and spent «a major 
portion of its energy in that section, 
where reports said approximately 90.- 
000 acres of land were inundated. 
That. valiey still is In a partial state 
of isolation. 

The water from the Colorado River 
which damaged the crops below the 
border line, escaped from the river's 
main channel at an old break in the 
Pescadero levee, six miles below the 
Pescadero dam, the strategic point 
of defense in the Baja California 
flood ares. 

At the point where the water es- 
caped from the Colorado, there is 
but one and one-half miles of low- 
lands between the break and the 
channel of the Bee River. Engineers 
pointed out that « sustained flood 
running at the rate of 100,000 cubic 
inches per second would force the 
flood into the Bee River channel and 
against the last line of two age-weak- 
ened 


Valley. 

Severs! thousand other cultivated 
acres would have fallen victim to the 
present “flash” flood, had not the re- 
gion been protected by levees hastily 
constructed by the farmers and 
ranchers.

Lead Sales Show Gain; Zinc 
Quiet; Silver Down

The cutting of the prices on copper 
a week ago, when it was down to 12', 
cents, brought about a very large 
volume of sales, and the buyers had 
their own way while stocking up for 
the spring. This price-slashing lasted 
but a short time, however, and cop- 
per has come back to the 13-cent 
mark strong. 

Export copper dropped along with 
the United States price and the new 
low price of the Copper Exporters, 
Inc., set at 13 cents, also brought 
about en immediate large volume of 
business. Even with the large quan- 
tity bought in both the United States 
and Europe, the consumers are not 
bought up to their requirements and 
there is every evidence that good buy- 
ing will continue. 

In recent months, the large produc- 
ers have not been selling when cop- 
per wes at a low level, but this last 
price drop saw many of the producers 
into the market and ready and will- 
ing to sell at the current price. Some 
producers held out, but there seemed 
to be plenty of copper available at 
the low price and lots of it moved. 

The sensitiveness of the copper 
market is indicated by the fact that 
® production increase over a three 
months’ period totaling but three 
days’ consumption caused the price 
to drop 1 cent. 


SURPLUS GAINS 

The us of refined copper in 
the United States jumped to a total 
of 93,982 tons with the end of Janu- 
ery, higher than it has been at any 
time during the past two years. At 
the end of 1925 it totaled 73,082 tons 
and at the end of 1926, 85,501 tons.

Yet in view of the fact that January 
shipments totaled 124,629 tons, this ts 
not a high surplus. 


English stocks of copper have gone 
down 60 that it is probable that the 
total copper available is little, if any, 
greater than it was several months 
ago. The ready buying on the now 
low export price shqwed that Europe 
was hungry for the metal. 

January production took a sizeable 
fump upward from 120,850 tons in 
December to 128.736 tons in January, 
this excluding secondary copper pro- 
duction. This trend of production 
may be seen in contrasting this fig- 
@re with January of last year, when 
109.954 tons were produced. 

SHIPMENTS JUMP 

Copper shipments took a greater 
jump upward, however, than produc- 
tion. from 114.779 tons in December 
to 124.579 tons in Jenuary. This wes 
divided into 48,130 tons export cop- 
per and 76,449 tons domestic. The 
copper exports for December totaled 
52.637 tons and domestic shipments 
61.942 tons. The latter figure does 
not indicate anything, as December 
was the lowest month of 1926. as the 
average domestic shipments per 
month during the year was 75,181 
tons. 

For the last four months copper 
production in the United States has 
exceeded shipments, yet the whole 
total excess is no startling figure. be- 
ing but 25.649 tons as against a total 
amount of copper produced of over 
500,000 tons or about 5 per cent ex- 
cess production. 

Althouch freely predicted as a re- 
sult of the drop in copper price, there 
has been no evidence of any curtail- 
ment of production. Production is be- 
ing maintained at the higher levels 
started last October and has been 
higher than consumption for several 
months, but the surplus has not 
yet reached a point where it is of 
great consequence.

HITS ROCKS 


Corporation Department 
Revokes Permit to Sell 
Back-to-Africa Stock 


Nautically speaking, the plans of 
the Liberian Transportation Steam- 
ship and Excelsion Mining Company 
for a Back-to-Africa movement have 
been shipwrecked on the jagged reefs 
of internal dissension and misman- 
agement. 

This was disclosed yesterday in an 
order issued by Deputy State Corpo- 
ration Commissioner Johnson revok- 
ing the corporation's permit to sell 
$50,000 of its. capital stock. It was 
stated at the corporation department 
thet the order was made with the 
consent of the present officers of the 
steamship and mining company. 

Rev. J. E. Lewis, pastor of the 
Church of the Living God, a negro 
congregation, at Los Angeles Harbor, 
was the founder and president of the 
company. Several years ago he cre- 
ated a flurry in marine circles by 
bullding the ark, which foundered 
when it was launched. 

The company was organized, ac- 
cording to the corporation depart- 
ment, to engage in handling freight, 
but formed more ambitious plans 
looking toward the purchase of the 
steamer Chiapas to carry automobiles 
and passengers to Liberia. 

At this stage internal dissension 
and failure of the board of directors 
to take the necessary qualifying 
sheres forced the stockholders to oust 
the directorate, according to John-

The new directors attempted to 
carry on, but were unable to sell 
more than $6000 worth of stock, 
Johnson stated, and because the

MERICAN IDEALISM 

A vitriolic attack upon American idea) 
ism i¢ made by V. F. Calverton, author of 
the “Newer Spirit” and other radical werks. 
in Current History. Were it net for 
the fact that the author is conspicuously 
representative of the iconoclastic element 
asserting itself so biatantly in these times 
end sowing such dangerous seed among 
our youth and ether impressionable people 
it would be idle to refute the loose state- 
ments made by him as te this country be 
ing a land of opportunism and maintaining 
anything but ideal standards. But te let 
them pass is hardly the part of wisdom. 
particularily as they are presented with the 
plausibijity and subtility of @ fnished 
writer. 

Briefly summed up, the Calverton argu- 
ment is this: America has no historic basis 
of idealism. The Puritans were as rell- 
giously intolerant as those they contended 
against in England. What tolerance we 
have gained is merely the outgrowth of 
ecopomic and political evolution. Our Con- 
stitution is antidemocratic. Instead of fos- 
tering democracy it frustrates it. The Mex- 
ican War was an intensely selfish conflict 
om our part, and there was no idealism in 
the Civil War, as slavery was entirely an 
economic issue. Our diplomacy in the Span- 
ish War was purely acquisitive. For secur- 
ing the aid of the United Sta in the 
World War four nations must pay us §25,- 
000,000,000 and this is “the iatest form of 
acquisitivences of an America that myth 
has endeavored to eulogize as idealistic.” 


Nearly every phase of this obviously un- 
fair and essentially materialistic argument 
is what may be termed synechdochical— 
that ig, it takes @ part of the whole and 
deduces from s single phase, incidenta: 
event or indirect outcome a sordid ctate of 
the public mind shared in by a few indi- 
viduals, but by no means represeutative of 
the idealism that has inspired and activated 
the people of our country from the begin- 
ning. If one swallow made a summer ur 
one summer, hot or cool, established a ther- 
mal basic mean, then one might secept 
such an argument against our national ideal- 
ism, but the reverse is true. 

Puritanism, like other types of religion, 
was evolutionary in its pragress. It soun 
shook off the cloak of intolerance. Out of 
it came some of the best examples of philo- 
sophic thought and high idealism the world 
ever bas seen. For the most part its his- 
toric acts, as Carlyle said, were heroic and 
godlike—"“the last of all our heroisms.” To 
impugn them as unidealistic is to reveal] an 
abysmal ignorance of history. 

To say that our Constitution is undemo- 
cratic ig to ignore the fact that, as the Brit- 
ish Bryce pointed out, “it ranks above all 
other written constitutions .. in its 
adaptation to the circumsiances of the peo- 
ple.” and that under it was established in- 
alienable religious liberty and due regard 
for the rights of man. 

If wars forced upon us, like those with 
Mexico and Spain, are to be called purely 
wars of acquisition and if our entry into the 
great world conflict was merely for gain, 


true, for, while here and there opportun- 
ism was in evidence among our people, the 
great mass of them were actuated only by 
the highest motives, and in each case many 
of them gave their lives and their treasure 
for a cause they deemed just, and which 
was just. 

To say that the Civil War was merely an 
economic affair is to assault one of the 
greatest idealistie movements the world 
ever bas seen.

Moreover, there fs ample evi-| 
dence for supposing that the abo- 
riginal populations ef the whole of 
Africa, Asia, Europe and Austra- 
lia were little peoples. The In- 
dians had grown larger before they 
crossed the Alaska land bridge and 
populated the Americas. Quite @ 
recent event, we are told. which 
happened probably less than 10,- 
000 years ago. 

If the earliest men were pyemies, 
then later men have grown wp. 
Was it climate or ‘ood or exercise 
or something else that made men 
and women crow larger? Climate 
probably had an influence. For 
mountain men measured larger, 
during the recruiting for the World 
War. than recruite from the Mie 
sissippi Valley. Colorado soldiers 
averaged an inch and a half taller 
than New Englanders. And, of 
course, Scotiand’s highlanders are 
taller than the lowlanders. But 
climate alone canpot account for 
the difference, say, between Amer- 
icans and pyemies. 

Something must have acted up 
on the pituitary glands, situated at 
the base of the brain. For these 
little glands—a pair of them, about 
the size of peas—determine whethb- 
er a person shall be big or little. 
The thing that acted upon these 
glands. more or leas as clover acts 
upon the milk glands of cows, was 
probably cooked foods. Pygmies 
all over the world have always éat- 
en raw foods—game, snakes, 
ards, insects, roots, bulbs, berries. 
One would hardly expect such food 
to stimulate growth. At any rate, 
it's the kind of food pygmies have 
always eaten, and they are still 
pysmies. 

On the other hand, all peoples 
that took to eating cooked foods 
average at least a foot and a half 
taller than pygmies. And, accord- 
ing to measurements made by the 
Institute of Juvenile Research, Chi 
cago, we are still growing. The 
institute found that American bays 
today are taller by at least two 
inches than lads of the same age 
fifty years ago. 

Soft foods are good for flesh, but 
bed on teeth. Among big people 
dentistry has-become a profitable 
profession, whereas pygmies never 
have teeth troubles. Yet most peo 
ple would rather bave flowing 
giands and false teeth than starved 
glands and perfect teeth. 

In the pygmy riddle may be 
found an explanation of questions 
that puzzle some people. A whales 
throat, for example, is too small 
to swallow an average-sized Amer 
ican. It's quite large enough to 
gulp down an undersized pyamy, 
and Jonah may have been that kind 
of @ man.
